Stationary.

„ CREENVILLE, Miss., March 81.—At 11 
o'clock last night another break occurred 
in the levee at Stoke’s Landing, Sunny 
Wild, Bolivar County, Miss., abeut midway 
between Rosedale and Guhnison, and six 
miles forth of the former town. The break 
4s a large one, now over 1,000 feet wide, and 
will flood a number of magnificent planta- 
tions, wHich water from the other breaks 
mould not have affected. 

Four destructive torrents are now pour- 
ing their devastating floods into the Yazoo- 
Mississippi delta, 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent has just 
returned from a trip to the Mound break 
and Australia break above here. The cre- 
Wasse at this point is about 1,500 feet wide. 
Every hour the situation grows worse, and 
gufiering is more and more intense. 

The town of Gunnison in Bolivar County 
fis already flooded. The greater parj of 
Rosedale will be submerged by night. Rall- 
road tracks and telegraph lines are being 
washed away north and south of here and 
our Onty*etinmunication at present is east- 
Ward over the southern road to Elizabeth 
and the Valley Road to Leland.

A rumor is current here at this hour 
that the levee has broken at Laconia Cir- 
cle, on the Arkansas side, between this 
city and Helena, but it cannot be con- 
firmed from here. At this point the river 
has fallen a foot and a half in the last 
twenty-four hours, which to experienced 
rivermen indicates another break some- 
where near, as the Mississippi crevasses 
could hardly cause so much decline. 

W. H. Reed, agent of the American Ex- 
press Company, who was seen by a corre- 
spondent to-day, says their business will 
be seriously affected by the crevasses at 
Mound Landing and Perthshire. The loop 
road between Coahoma and Rolling Fork, 
a distance of about 150 miles, has been en- 
tirely abandoned. In some places opposite 
the crevasses the track is washed a hun- 
dred feet from the original bed. The branch 
road from Leland, a distance of twelve 
miles, connecting with the main line of 
the Yazoo & Mississippi Valley, is the only 
outlet we have, and in all probability the 
main line of the Yazoo & Mississippi Val- 
ley south of Clarksdale will be under water 
within the next twenty-four hours. 

It is only a question of a few days before 
all roads running into Greenville will be 
abandoned. The Y. & M. V. road attempted 
to run a train on the loop yesterday as far 
as Rosedale, where the water was reported 
being over the tracks. The train got as 
far as Beulah and attempted to return, 
when it was cut off by the flood from 
Mound Landing crevasse, which was rush- 
ing across the loop at Lamonte at a terrific 
rate. The train and crew were caught be- 
tween the two floods, and were compelled 
to tie up. After the water reaches the 
main line the only means of transporta- 
tion from here will be by boat frora Vicks- 
burg and Memphis. *

NEW ORLEANS, La., March 31.—The 
river situation from the Louisiana stand- 
point is very discouraging to-day. A storm 
struck the city early this morning and a 
heavy wind is prevailing on the river, while 
rain has fallen in torrents. It is confidently 
expected that the levees protecting the city 
front on the New Orleans bank of the river 
will hold and even if breaks should occur 
above municipal limits the only damage 
will be from backwater.

FOR FOUR YEARS. 


OUT HIS BRAINS. 


BLEW 


Two Months Ago He Attempted to Cut 


His Throat at the City 
Hospital. 


When young John Baumann was foiled in 
his attempt to cut his throat in the wash- 
roam at the City Hospital two months ago, 
he vowed that he would again find an op- 
portunity to end his miserable life. 

His chance came Wednesday morning and 
his attempt was successful. 

At 8 o’clock his sister-in-law, Mrs. Annie 
Pauhorst, who lives with young Baumann 
and his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Bau- 
mann, at 2608 North Tenth street, heard a 
shot in the young man’s room, She knew 
at once that he had made another attempt 
at suicide. She hurried to the room, but 
found the door barred. 

She ran screaming into the street. Her 
cries attracted Sergt. Harry Hurst and 
Officer Drewes. They went ‘to the door of 
the young man’s room and forced it open. 
Across the bed lay the body dead. Blood 
was oozing from a wound in the right tem- 
ple. A 38-calibre revolver was tightly 
clutched in the dead man's right hand. His 
eyes were staring open. His lips were 
parted, almost smiling, as though he wel- 
comed death. Sergt. Hurst ordered the 
body left undisturbed and notified the Cor- 
oner. 

John Baumann was 90 years old and un- 


married. Four years ago, while working in 
a shovel factory he was overheated. The 
shock brought on a nervous disorder and 
affected his brain. He suffered continually 
from agonizing pains in the head. 

His family, though poor, made every ef- 
fort to alleviate his sufferings, and pro- 
cured the services of the best alien'sts. 

No cure could be effected. He was sent 
to a farm near Washington, Mo., in the 
hope that the change would improve him. 
He developed violent symptoms there and 
was brought home to be watched. 

Three, months ago his sufferings be- 
came 80 acute that he was removed to the 
City Hospital. One morning while in the 
wash room, he saw a fellow 3 shav- 
ing. He rushed at him, grabbed the steel 
and plunged it into his own throat. Fel- 
low patients seized him and prevented him 
from killing himself outright. 

When he recovered he was sent home. 
Wednesday morning he ate breakfast with 
his family. He acted peculiarly, but no at- 
tention was paid to m. 

His father went to his tailor shop. The 
mother and her daughter-in-law were busy 
about the housework when the shot rang 
out. 

Young Baumann had gone to his room 
from the breakfast table and made deliber- 
ate preparations for death. He barred the 
door and leaned a chair against it. He 
took off his coat, lay down on the bed, put 
the revolver to his temple and fired. Death 
was instantaneous. 

He wrote nothing explaining his act. His 
mental suffering for four years accounts 
for it. The family have no idea where he 
procured the revolver. He had not been 
out of the house for several days.

United States Wednesday morning, with the 
exception of the lake region and the east 
and west seaboards. 

The precipitation is upon the sections of 
the country where it will. do the mast 
harm,“ said H. C. Frankenfield, local fore- 
cast official. ‘‘The rainfall is the heaviest 
in the Mississippi and Missouri valleys. Far 
north of us the precipitation has not been 
heavy enough to cause any great rise in 
the upper rivers for several days, but there 
is no telling how jong these general thun- 
derstorms will las 

“In Wyoming, Colorado, Western South 
Dakota and Southwest Montana snow has 
fallen to a depth of several feet and it is 
still snowing furiously. It is one of the most 
severe storms of the winter. Trains are 
blockaded, wires are down and traffic gen- 
érally demoralized. The thermometer is W 
above in that region and the cold wave is 
he aded this way. 

“From Kansas will come some wind—not 
much—and a lower barometer, with more 
raih to-night. The lowest barometer in the 
country and the storm center which was 
over Oklahoma Tuesday afternoon was cen- 
tral over Kansas Wednesday morning. It 
is moving slowly east, with a southeasterly 
direction, end will pass to the south of St. 
Louis. 

“We may get a little wind Wednesday 
night, but the storm center will give us a 
wide berth, and this city will catch only the 
fringe of the disturbance. 

“When that has passed ths cold wave 
from the nothwest will swoop down, and I 
look for clear weather Thursday afternoon 
and a drop of WB dess. in temperature.“ 

“Any choice selection of snow or sleet 
coming this way? 

“No. It's too late in the season for tha 
On the contrary, I look for clear, bracin 
weather.” 

„How about the rivers?” 

“Well, of course, the lower rivers are out 
of my territory. I only keep posted on those 
north of St. Louls. But the g#tuation south 
is not one whit exaggerated and it is be- 
coming aggravated every hour. Of course, 
this general rainfall bes add to the serious- 
ness of the n but to what extent it 
‘will be imposible to ascertain for several 
days. There are reports of a deluge of 
rain in the Ozarks, but they have not been 
confirmed. 

„The upper Mississippi is about station- 
ary and the Missour! and Tennessee are 
falling slightly. These rains will undoubt- 
edly che — the fall and may cause an- 
other rise. 

“St. Louls may still be considered safe 
from a flood, and the only thing to be 
feared is a rise in both the upper Missis- 
sippi and Missouri. As yet there is no in- 
dication of alarming rises above here. 


While Rev. Irl R. Hicks is not rejoicing 
over the calamities which are befalling the 
South and Southwest, he is getting a good 
deal of satisfaction out of the cond!tions pre- 
bvaling there by reason of the fact that he 
“called the turn’ months ago. He pre- 
dicted both the terrible floods and the tor- 
nadoes which have devastated that section 
and he now feels entitled to the credit of 
it from a scientific point of view. 

Prof. Hicks goes «gtill further in his pre- 
dictions and in the light of his past success 
in either calculating or guessing aright his 
words are worthy of some consideration. 

He declares with a very grave face that 
he fears the horror of the age at New Or- 
leans on account of the flood. He sees little 
prospect of a lessening of the tremendous 
tide of water now inundating the South 
land and when the vast stores of ice and 
snow in the North are freed from the grasp 
of winter by the warming breath of spring, 
he expects such a flood to follow as has 
never been known in the history of the Mis- 
sissippi Valley. 

In the early part of March Prof. Hicks 
wrote as follows concerning elemental con- 
ditions likely to prevall within a month:

CONSTANTINOPLE, March 31.—The 
Ambassadors have called the attention of 
the Turkish Government to the aétion of 
the Turkish soldiery at Canea in firing 
upon a party of Christians bearing a flag 
of truce. :

ANNIE VERNSEN WAS STARVING 
AND TOOK TWENTY CENTS. 


HELD AT THE FOUR COURTS. 


Prosecutor Johnson Urges the Charge 


Be Dismissed, but the Jan- 


itor Insists. 


Annie Vernsen, 21 years old, and without a 
friend in the world, is held a prisoner at the 
Four Courts for stealing 2 cents from the 
poor box at St, Bridget’s Church, at Jeffer- 
son avenue and Carr street. 

Annie says she has never committed a 
wrong act in her life until Tuesday, and 
then the pangs of hunger made her 80 des- 
perate that when she saw the poor box was 
open and a chance to appease her hunger 
before her, she forgot everything and 
helped herself to the funds. 


The observing janitor called a 
and the 1 Was arrested while in the 
church, She was locked up at the sub-sta- 
tion of the Fourth Police District and at 3 
o’clock Wednesday morning she was trans- 
ferrod to the Four Courts, where she was 
given to the charge of Police Matron Breen. 

Annie makes no denial of her crime, and 
tcars roll down her cheeks when she talk 
of it. She was never in trouble before, and 
she knows not what will become of her. 

According to her story she is an orphan 
and came to this city from Chicago two 
years ago. Her father died five years ago, 
and two years later her mother. She had 
neither brother nor sister, and went to live 
with an aunt for a year. hen her aunt 
married and went to Detroit, and Annie was 
without a home, and had no employment. 

She says that then Mrs. Mamie McGee 
asked her to come to St. Louis. Annie had 
no money to pay her fare, and Mrs. Mo- 
Gee advanced the funds. They rented a 
room at 729 South Broadway and both ob- 
tained employment in less than a week. 
Miss McGee worked in a shirt factory and 
Annie in a tailoring establishment. or a 
while they did well. Mrs. McGee left for 
Bloomington, IIL, last October, and left 
Annie alone. 

A few weeks ago, Annie says, work in the 
factory gave out. She looke faithfully for 
work elsewhere, but none was to be found. 
When she could no 2 pay her rent she 
was forced to vacate her room. She was 
without a penny in the world and had no 

lace to sleep. For several nights she slept 
nh a vacant woodshed near Broadway and 
North Market street. 

Annie says she is a Catholic and eve 
day when she went out to look for wor 
she would stop in at St. Bridget’s Church to 
4 Tuesday morning she was nearly ex- 

austed from hunger. As she was leaving 
the church she saw the poor box. She knew 
that there was money there and that money 
would buy food. She started back, horrified 
with the thought at first, and started to 
rush out of the building to escape the 
temptation. The pangs of hunger overcame 
her, and in sheer desperation she opened the 
box and took 20 cents. As she started to 
leave the building she was taken in custody 
at the door. 

The janitor of the church applied for a 
warrant Wednesday morning. ol. Johnson 
said if Fr. Walsh, the pastor of the church, 
insisted on a warrant, he would be com- 
pelled to issue it. The public prosecutor 
thought that under the circumstances fur- 
ther prosecution would be cruel. 

Col. Johnson talked to the girl and was 
convinced that her story was true, and 
that she was deserving of sympathy and 
charity. 

The janitor said Fr. Walsh was deter- 
mined to prosecute. There is so much rob- 
bery in the neighborhood that he feels he 
must do it for the good of society. The 
janitor was told to see Fr. Walsh, report 
what Col. Johnson had recommended, and 
then if the priest persisted, a return on the 
warrant would be issued. 


SAID HE WAS ROBBED. 


But M. L. Tierney Finally Confessed 
That He-Stole the Money. 


M. L. Tierney, a collector for the House- 
hold Süpply Co. of 416 and 418 Lucas avenue, 
was sent out Tuesday as usual with the 
wagon to deliver goods and make collec- 
tions. Wednesday morning he went to the

The Rescued Men Arrive in St. Louis 
. From the South. 


The crew of the sunken rescue steamer 
El Rio Rey, which went down in fifty-five 
feet of water Tuesday morning opposite 
Memphis, arrived in this city Wednesday 
morning by rail. The crew, consisting of 
Pat Burke, mate; Engineer Jas. Fitzgerald; 
Thos. Burke, steward, and Geo. Sieber, as- 
sistant, presented a very uncouth appear- 


Fance as they stepped from the car at the 
Union Station, dressed in the makeshift 
apparel that they were able to procure 
from the citizens of Memphis after the 
sinking of their craft. 

The at sank so quickly that the crew, 
who were asleep in the cabin, had barely 
time to make their escape in their night 
clothes. They lost all their personal effects. 

George Sieber, the assistant steward, said 
that he was asleep in the after part of the 
boat, with the rest of the crew, when the 
catastrophe occurred. Pat Burke, the mate, 
was the only one of the crew awake, it 
being his watch on deck. The sleeping men 
were suddenly aroused from slumber by the 
violent ringing of the alarm clock, and a 
moment later Burke shouted out a warning 
that the boat was sinking. 

he men scrambled hastily out of their 
bunks and, clad just as they were, ran on 
deck just in time to leap into the yawl 
which Burke had managed to launch. They 
were just able to clear the side of the ves- 
sel when she swung in shore, gave a mighty 
lurch and sank bow first in the fifty-five 
feet of water. At the point where the un- 
der-current first slezed the vessel in its 
powerful grasp, the river was fully 150 feet 
Coup. Sieber said. 

The crew were exposed to the cold for 
over two hours before they succeeded in 
procuring clothing to protect them from the 
chilly, piercing winds that blew with hur- 
ricane velocity. An examination of the sun- 
ken boat by engineers showed that it would 
be useless to attempt to raise it for several 
months at least.

ZIBGENHEIN’S “CHARITY.” 

In the last official report of the Com- 
missioner of the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics of Missouri, on page 16 of Part 1 
of that document, appears this statement: 

During the past ten years St. Louis street 
railways have more than doubled their mile- 
age: the number of passengers has in- 
creased by many thousands, but the in- 
crease in the number of cars upon which the 
license fee is paid has been scarcely per- 
ceptible. This singular fact was called to 
the attention of City Collector Ziegenhein, 
but that gentleman declined to permit my 
deputy to examine his books in his effort 
to learn why the enormous increase in St. 
Louls street railway traffic had not been 
accompanied by at least some increase in 
the number of street cars. In explanation 
of his refusal Mr. Ziegenhein said: 

“The Collector’s dealings with cor- 
porations are confidential. 

“The public has no right to know 
how much the corporations owe or 
whether they are behind in their pay- 
ment of taxes.“ 

In other words, the public be damned.” 
What right have the people, asks Zieg- 
enhein, to know how much taxes corpora- 
tions or saloons pay, when they pay it, 
how they pay it, or whether they pay it 
at all? I am not here as City Collector, 


‘says Zlegenhein, but as Charity Com- 


missioner, and if I choose to make the 
corporations and the saloons the objects 
of my charity what are you going to do 
about it? Of course the other people who 
are taxed will have to be taxed higher to 
make up this deficiency and keep the 
city running, but we must be oharitable, 
especially to the corporations that con- 
trol votes. 

We have already asked the question, 
but it is worth asking again and asking 
often; how much of Ziegenhein's ‘‘char- 
ity” went to millionaire corporations, 
and how much of a rebate did he get out 
of it?

REPUBLICANS AND RAILROADS. 

Senator Foraker has introduced a bill 
to amend the Interstate Commerce law 
in a way to permit railway pooling. 
More clearly stated, the Foraker bill is 
to repeal the anti-pooling clause in the 
law. 

If this, or same measure like it which 
will enable railway companies to form 
traffic associations, is not adopted, the 
Republican party leaders will be guilty 
of ingratitude if not of bad faith.

extended and strengthened wherever 
necessary to protect shippers and the 
business interests of the country from 
extortion and discrimination. The Me- 
Kinley platform was absolutely silent as 
to the law, its necessity, its enforcement, 
or its extension, at a time when the vital 
clause in the act was known to be in 
danger and the very existence of the 
law itself was threatened. 

Such Silence at such a time and under 
such circumstances was deeply signifi- 
cant. Equally significant was the united 
support of the Republican party candi- 
dates by the consolidated railroad power 
of the country; their heavy contributions 
to the Hanna campaign fund; their 
dragooning of their employes into or- 
ganized bodies of McKinley voters; their 
ruinous rates to Canton and their oppo- 
sition to a monetary policy which they 
had never before opposed. 

Senator Ghandler said the other day 
that his party would not dare amend the 
Interstate Commerce law to legalize such 
traffic combines as the Supreme Court 
has just declared to be illegal. But will 
the Senators party dare to repudiate 
a contract with the Railroad Trust any 
more than with any other Trust? We 
think not. It boasts that it is not a 
party of repudiation.

Fish Propagation. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

Success has already attended the efforts 
to propagate white fish and lake trout, and 
many millions of the young fry of bath va- 
rieties have already been turned loose in 
inland waters, while facilities are increas- 
ing for extending this work on a much 
greater scale. Even the propagation of cod- 
fish is assuming surprising proportions, 225,- 
000,000 young cod fry being the expected 
output of the present year. When to this 
work of artificial propagation, carried on 
under the supervisian and at the expense of 
the United States Government, is added the 
work of the various State Commissions 
chiefly in the direction of restoring the na- 
tive fishes of the fresh waters of the coun- 
try, it will be seen that this interest is al- 
ready assuming immense proportions, Arti- 
ficial oyster propagation has long been dem- 
onstrated to be a marked success. 

That there is much yet to be done for the 
protection of the salt and fresh water fish 
of the country is very apparent. It is not 
enough to propagate edible fish by the mill- 
ions if they are Hable to be slaughtered be- 
fore reaching maturity or to be prevented 
from reaching the places for natural prop- 
agation. Money expended for the artificial 
propagation af fish is money well expended, 
providing the young fry are protected to 
maturity, and Congress and State Legiala- 
tures will do well to give careful attention 
to the reports of the various Fish Commis- 
sions for the purpose of enacting legislation 
that will effectually protect the fish hatched 
at the public charge until they are big 
enough to be of some value to the public. 
The propagation of food fish on the largest 
possible scale is to be advocated, but the 
successful protection of the fish se propa- 
gated is quite as important.

They issue duplicates to their friends for 
50 cents. There are hundreds of them is- 
sued that way.’

The clerks and dep ‘on in charge of the 
License Department all insist that the tag 
is a forgery as they have the original No. 
2900 still in the office. On the books there 
is nothing to indicate that 2900 has been 
issued. It is still charged to Henry Zieg- 
enhein, Collector. 

It is the custom when the Register turns 
a eet of licenses over to the Collector to 
charge him with them until they are is- 
sued. As each one is given out an entry 
is made accordingly. The Collector's of- 
fice still has tag No. and no entry in 
the books to show that that number was 
issued. 

The question arises, how did the sewing 
machine man get the tag. and the answer 
is that he got a blank and put the number 
on himself, sélecting one at random. 

The Collector's clerks stoutly deny this 
and insist that it is not done with the 
sanction of that department, but it is well 
Known that it is winked at by the Col- 
lector.

Mr. Meier was one of the Council Commit- 
tee appointed to investigate the Merz pro- 
cess of reduction; and it was he who drew 
up the report which was signed by himself, 

rus P. albridge and L. S. Metcalfe. 

he report of Mr. Meier was so enthusi- 
astic that it decided the fate of the garbage 
contracts. 

They were given to Ed Butler and the St. 
Louls Reduction Co., three or four we 
after Mr. Meler’s report was filed in the 
Council. Mr. Meter concluded his lengthy 
report, which was filed December 16, 1890, as 
follows: 

Your committee do not consider it their 
province to recommend the approval oF 
rejection of the pending contracts, bu 
only to report facts, for information of 
the Council. Many interesting facts, 
bearing upon the question, are necessa- 
rily omitted from a written report, which 
your committee will cheerfully impart 
orally to the Council if requested. 

. Finally, your committee is of the opin- 

fon that the Merz process is the only 
successful method for the sanitary dis- 
posal of garbage thus far attempted and 
that there remains for the Council to 
consider only the business proposition as 
to whether it is advisable to change the 
present method of disposal of garbage 
for the method proposed by the Merz 
eople., 

r. Meter, who was the whole show, did 
“cheerfully impart orally’’ much informa- 
tion to the different members. His junket to 
Milwaukee at the expense of the Merz peo- 
ple had put him in a very friendly attitude 
toward them, and as he said in report, the 
merits of the system were not debatable. 
The only open question was what kind of a 
bargain could be made. 

Mr. Meier was the whole committee. Mr. 
Metcalfe, when he signed the report, said 
he was not personally cognizant of the 
facts alleged, but was of the opinion that 
the conclusions reached were correct. 

Speaker Walbridge had then, as he has 
now, no positive opinions on anything. He 
simply followed the lead of Mr. Meier, and 
was satisfied to indorse anything Mr. Meier 
might say or do. 

On Dec. 23, 1890, the contracts with Ed 
Butler were signed and sealed by Mayor 
Noonan and sent to the Council for ap- 

roval. Messrs. Cole, Ganahl, Horton and 

gelson tried to head it off, but were voted 
down and the contract was approved. 

The vote for approval was: Bensiek, 
Comfort, Hoolan, eier, Metcalfe, Rohan, 
Sloan, Vogel and Mr. President Walbridge. 
The vote against approval was: Cole, 
Ganahl, Horton and Nelson. 

The energetic work of Mr. Meier in the 
interest of the Merz process was the strong- 
est pull it had in the Council, and had it not 
been for Mr. Meier's ardent support the 
city might not now be burdened with fac- 
tories that stink, and the garbage might 
be disposed of in a decent and orderly man- 
ner as is done elsewhere.

Schawacker was there in the capacity of 
chief coach, but his friends were so well 
drilled that he had little to do except keep 
a close watch on them. 

Several times the authority of the Com- 
missioners, vigorously asserted, was neces- 
sary to keep Maroney and Schawacker from 
settling ancient racial and modern politica] 
grudges by a physical contest.

WHAT IT WILL“ ACCOMPLISH. 


H. W. Steinbliss Unfolds His Plan to 
Unify the Elements of 
Architectural Labor.

It is Mr. Steinbiss’ intention within ten 
days to have the proposition discussed in 
the 60 trades councils in the United States 
to learn as nearly as possible the exact 
sentiment in — — to holding a convention 
to effect a national organization. He will 
about the Ist of May call for a vote on 
where and when this gathering shall be 
held .and the basis of representation. As 
the project had its inception in St. Louls, 
the convention will probably be held here. 

Numerous lette have been received 
heartily indorsing the proposed federation, 
although there exists some slight difference 
of opinion as to the lines on which it should 
be formed. This is but natural and a com. 
mon understanding will have to be arrived 
at in convention. Everyone agrees it will 
benefit labor. and interest is spreading daily. 
Since late in December thirteen building 
trades councils have been formed in cities 
east of the Mississippi River.
